THE AUDITORIUM. 

To accommodate the expected visitors a 
large auditorium is being built. It is to 
have a frontage of IK) feet and a depth 
of 139 feet. Another portion, to be de¬ 
voted to a public library, is 84 feet deep. 
The material used is brick and blue 
limestone. The shape is to be elliptical, 
with a floor space 61 feet wide and 100 
feet deep. 

The local committee of the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen expect that 
the convention will be attended by 
over 4,000 members and friends. Every 
plan possible will be adopted to make 
the stay of the visitors pleasant. There 
will be trips to the National park, jaunts 
to gold mines and visits to Broadwater 
natatoriuw, the largest swimming tank 
in the country. There, surrounded by 
all that is beautiful and entertaining, 
the guests may swim and dive, romp 
and frolic beneath a sheltering roof to 
their heart’s delight. This swimming 
bath is 800 feet long and 100 feet wide, 
and varies from three to twenty feet in 
depth.

CoLonsl James Sullivan is the grand 
receiver of the order for the state of 
Montana and chairman of tbs committee 
on arrangements for the reception of the 
guests. He is by birth an Irishman, but 
has lived in America since early youth. 
In 1878 he left New York city and went 
to Helena. In 1885 he was elec ted aider- 
man from the Fifth ward, and the next 
year was chosen mayor of the city. In 
1887 he was appointed by Governor 
Hauser a member of his staff with the 
rank of colonel, and the same year he 
was made auditor of Montana, which 
position he tilled until the territory was 
admitted to statehood. At the first state 
convention held at Anaconda he was 
nominated secretary of state, but de¬ 
clined. He is a real estate dealer.

Columbus Day Is RaUhner*. 

The Catholic chnrriietf of Baltimore 
will celebrate the 400th anniversary of 
the landing of Columbus in an appropri¬ 
ate manner. An elaborate programme 
is being arranged at the suggestion .of 
Cardinal Gibbons, who is deeply inter¬ 
ested in having a suitable religious ami 
civic display on Oct. 12. The religious 
celebration, according to a Baltimore 
paper, will Include masses in all of the 
Catholic churches at an early hour, and 
11 o'clock pontifical high maas will be 
lebrated by Cardinal Gibbons in the 
cathedral. All of the priests of the city 
win be flmted to be present at this 
mass. The Rev. Dr. O’Gorman, of the 
Catholic kiniverity at Washington, has 
been selected to preach the sermon. The 
pope has announced Ids intention to 
Write am encyclical letter on the discov¬ 
ery of America and the position w hich 
the chureh at Rome occupied at that 
time toward Columbus and the assist¬ 
ance which rendered kftn bv the 
church. The programme of the civic 
display has not been decadad upon, but 
it will probably include a big fcwghlight 
procession, in which the Catholic Benev¬ 
olent legion, the Yotfng CaiMIc Fribnds’ 
society and all the societies tad lyceums 
of the various churches w fKt 1 
to unite.

Since the resignation of Bunseu from 
the professorship of chemistry at Heidel¬ 
berg it has been the ambition of almost 
every American studying chemistry in 
Germany to be a pupil of Hoffmann. 
He always took the greatest internal in 
his American pupils. He often* had 
more than a score of them in his labora¬ 
tory at one time.* The late Emperor 
Frederick was also his pupil. When he 
came to tho throne he ennobled his for¬ 
mer preceptor.
